Steamship and railway lines very 
naturally desire to sell passage tickets 
or 
home-seekers* excursion 
tickets. 
Their purpose is entirely legitimate 
and no one can complain that they 
push this business with energy' and 
zeal. 
I his seif-interest has prompted 
the great transportation corporations 
to organize themselves into vigorous 
immigration societies 
They are a r­ 
dent advocates of bringing people to 
“free America.” Again, many of them 
railroads traverse unsettled regions; 
territory in which little or no business 
originates. 
The 
hauls 
over 
these 
sparsely settled districts are made at 
a higher cost per ton-mile than in the 
better populated sections Immigrants 
are needed to settle these unoccupied 
lands 
ii they be of a desirable class 
such families will grow and add to 
the wealth and position of the state 
as well as make tonnage to the rail­ 
roads. 
Large areas of the unsettled lands 
have been taken up by the railroads 
and are now owned by them outright 
or. as is sometimes tim case, 
high 
officials of the road have invested in 
large areas of laud for s p e c u l a t i o n , 
basing their calculations upon the de­ 
clared 
policy of the railroad 
with 
which they are closely identified, 
in 
some cases it is the business policy of 
the railroad to encourage minor of­ 
ficials to effect sales of land for set­ 
tlement and permit a commission to 
be paid in addition to salary. 
The present 
elaborate system 
of 
bringing o \er immigrants to this coun­ 
try is not an accident, but is the out­ 
growth of years of experience in the 
settlement of raw lands with foreign 
labor 
Ships are now being construct­ 
ed by lines of railway tocarry out the 
plans for the settlement of the vacant 
lands ut’ the Southw est They will ply 
between European ports and Galves­ 
ton. 
More than a minion immigrants 
landed at Gaited States ports iu 11*06. 
The

Another self-interest phase of this 
|Question must not be overlooked. 
In 
parts of the Southwest there are im­ 
mense landed estates given over to the 
cultivation of cotton for years past 
Some of the owners of these lands 
are co-operating with steamship com­ 
panies to bring over laborers with 
their families to whom the landlord 
ma.' sell the plantations on long time 
payments at good prices. . 
There are 
!>till other planters who declare the 
soared' of farm labor in the lumber 
districts renders the importation of 
farm laborers necessary if they are to 
keep their lands in cultivation. 
The 
small land owners echo this complaint. 
i he general Question, one in which 
all the business and farming interests 
of the Southwest are concerned in is. 
“ What will it profit any cotton state 
to double the yield of cotton and sell 
it for half price? 
I nrestricted immi­ 
gration rushes us headlong upon this 
economic problem. 
Again, how shall 
we determine between the desirable 
immigrant, who soon becomes in fact 
an American citizen, and the unde­ 
sirable peasant who carries in his 
breast for all time a little Europe? 
Can the people depend on the steam ­ 
ship companies to discriminate and 
strain out the pauper immigrant and 
the vicious classes of whatever na­ 
tionality? 


America has for so long been the 
asylum for the oppressed of all na­ 
tions that we are naturally .-Row to 
check or stop the tide flowing steadily 
to our shores. 
Rut Is that tide not 
more artificial than natural? 
Again, 
there is a great deal of latent bun­ 
combe in the American and it is a 
very appropriately expressed 
in that 
old song of boyhood: 


rn* I movement of farm ers to raise the 
price of cotton, corn, wheat, tobacco 
and other staple crops, and the tri­ 
umph of higher prices for these farm 
products.

pores by adding a small proportion 
of such substances na the blcarbon 
ates of the alkalies, tfce chemical ao 
tlon thus set up causing a slow and 
steady evolution ot carbonic acid gas 
as the gypsum sets and hardens

The porous texture makea the ma 
terlal a good nonconductor of sound, 
there Is no loss of durability and the 
plates can be fastened by nailing The 
sound deadening Sect can be in 
creased by adding sawdust, coke «ust 
or ashes 


The pulp—such as a mixture by 


weight of 20 paits of sawdust, 40 of 
gypsum, 40 ot water and one of 
sodium bicarbonate—la poured Into 
moulds and can be left to harden 
without further attention.

in nil commercial enterprises. It is a 
powerful force in all our private af- 
'airs. The good citizen is not always 
swayed by self-interest. 
There is a 


mtriotlc spirit which prompts 
the 


sacrifice of personal interest for the 
good of the community anil the state. 
The spirit of patriotism is most active 
unidst those peoples who read and 
who live on farms. 


Corporate interests are of necessity 


often grasping and selfish. The man- 
ager of the business looks to coutln- 
ufng in place by reason of the small 
running expense and the liheral di\i- 
lend declared seml-anmmlly. The itn- 
nigration problem has both its patri- 
tic and self-interest features. 
Steamship and railway lines very 


naturally desire to sell passage tickets 
jr home-seekers' 
excursion 
tickets. 


Their purpose is entirely legitimate 
and no one cau complain that they 
>usn this business with energy and 
zeal. This selt'-iuterest has prompted 
he great transportation corporations 
:o organize themselves into vigorous 
nimigration societies. 
They are ar- 


deut advocates of bringing people to 
•free America." Again, many of them 
•ailroads traverse unsettled regions; 
erritory in which little or no business 
originates. 
The 
hauls 
over 
these 


sparsely settled districts are made at 
a higher cost per ton-mile than In the 
letter populated sections. Immigrants 
are needed to settle these nnoccupieil 
ands. It the\ be of a desirable class 
such families will srow and add to 
he wealth and position of the state 
is well as make tonnage to the rail- 
roads. 


Large areas of the unsettled lauds 


lave been taken up by the railroads 
and are now owned bv them outright 
or. as Is sometimes the case, 
high 


officials of the road have invested In 
arge areas of land for speculation, 
basing their calculations upon the de- 
clared policy of the railroad 
with 


which they are closely identified, 
in 


some cases it is the business polics of 
the railroad tn encourage minor of- 
'icifils to effect sales of land for set- 
lenient and penult a commission to 
>e paid in addition to salary. 


The present elaborate system of 
•inghig over immigrants to this coun- 


try is not an accident, but is the out- 
growth of years of experience in tile 
settlement of raw lands with foreign 
abor. Ships are now being construct- 
ed by lines of railway tocurry out the 
3lans for the settlement of llie vacant 
lauds of the Southwest. They \vi\l ply 


tween European ports anil Ciahcs- 


ton 
More than a million immigrants 


landed at I'nlted States ports iu 1UU6 
The "immigration luiu-aus" get re- 
sults. 


Another self-interest i-lnse of this 


question must not be overlooked. 
In 


parts of the Southwest there are im- 
mense landed estates g h t u over to the 
cultivation of cotton for .\ears p;ist 
Some of tbe owners of these lauds 
are co-operaung wiih steamship com- 
panies to bring over laborers with 
their families to whom the landlord 
may sell tbe plantations on Ions tiim 
pavmenis at good prices. . There an 
still other planters who declare th< 
searcitv of farm labor in the lumber 
districts renders* the importation of 
farm laborers necessai\v it' they are to 
keep their lands in cultivation. 
The 


small land owners echo this complaint. 


The general question, one in which 


all the business and farming Interests 
of the Soulhwest are concerned In is, 
"What will it profit any cotton state 
to double the yield of cotton and sell 
It for half price?" Unrestricted immi- 
gration rushes us headlong upon this 
economic problem. 
Again, bow shall 


we determine between the desi'able 
immigrant, who soon becomes In fact 
au American citizen, and the unde- 
sirable peasant who carries In his 
breast for all time a little Europe? 
Can the people depend on the steam- 
ship companies to discriminate and 
strain out the pauper immigrant and 
the vicious classes of whatever na- 
tionality? 


America has for so long been the 


asylum for the oppressed of. all 
i 


tions that we are naturally alow to 
check or stop the tide flowing steadily 
to our shores. 
But Is that tide not 


more artificial than natural? Again, 
there is a great deal of latent bun- 
combe In tbe American and it is a 
very appropriately expressed 
In that 


old song of boyhood: 


' Of ail the mighty nations In the East 


or in the. We»f 


This glorious Yankee nation Is the 


greatest and best! 


Come along, come along, make no de- 


lay, 


Come every nation. 
Come from every way; 
The lands, they are broad 
enough; 


don't be alarmed, 


Old Uncle Sam la rich enough to give 


us all a farm." 


The depression In the price of all 


farm products a few years since with 
wh'ch we are still familiar was due 
pr'marily to the carrying out of this 
public land policy and tbe settlement 
•?* vast a'-eaa for crop production, In 
Ihe opinion of some careful students 
of the situation. Then came the ortgl- 


nitl movement of farmers to rats* the 
price of cotton, corn, wheat, tobtfcoo 
and other staple crops, and the tri- 
umph o! higher prices tor these farm 
products. 


We trust that the presentation of 


these phases of the immigration ques- 
tion may cause our readers to take 
an active and thoughtful Interest In 
the solution of this really grave ques- 
tion.Farm and Ranch.

tooth powder Is made by combining 
one ounce each of cinnamon and bi- 
carbonate of soda and two djopa of oil 
of cinnamon.

New Bound-Proof Book*. 


Various methods of making sound 


proof building bricks 01 plates are 
noticed by German authorities 
The 


chief constituent la calcined g> psum 
and it appears that Jn the simplest 
process the mass is filled with fine 
pores by adding a small proportion 
of such substances as the btcarbon 
ates or the alkalies, tke chemical »c 
tlon thus set up causing a slow and 
steady evolution of carbonic acid gas 
as the gypsum sets and hardens 
Though the plates become somewhat 


lighter their strength Is retained 
The porous texture makes the ma 
terial a good nonconductor of sound, 
there Is no loss of durability and tha 
plates can be fastened by nailing The 
sound deadening Sect can be In 
creased by adding sawdust, coke «ust 
or ashes 


The pulp—such as a mixture by 


weight of 20 paits ot sawdust, 40 ot 
gypsum, 40 of water and one of 
sodium bicarbonate—la poured into 
moulds and can be left to harden 
without further attention.
